The town of Llnguarglossa 


remains the center of anxiety for it is 
threatened by several streams ot lava. 
Five great tentacles of molten rock 
and several smaller ones are stretch- 
ing out to gather in the community 
and the town seems helpless, although 
this morning it could not be deter- 
mined which stream would ultimately 
do the work of destruction.

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American History. 


It is not necessary to conclude, as a New York City official 


'does in a lengthy report, that American school histories of. re-- 
cent date, are full of "British propaganda" intended to annex 
the United States to the British Empire. Most of the histories 
condemned probably represent nothing more than an extreme 
effort on the part of the writers to be fairer to other countries 
than has been customary in past years. 


Since the World War, and the close association it brought 


with England and the other Allies, most Americans have seen 
foreign relations in a new light and have begun to suspect that 
there are usually two sides tp an international quarrel. Thus 
there has been a reaction from the old, jingoistic sort of patriot- 
ism that could see nothing but good in any American hero or 
age and nothing but evil in any statesman, soldier, or country 
that came into conflict with our own. 


One extreme, however, is just as foolish as the other. In 


getting away from the old notion that all Britishers are neces- 
sarily bloodthirsty "redcoats," and every skirmish of the Revo- 
lutionary War was a glorious victory for American arms, why 
go out of the way to minimize American virtue and heroism 
and always give the British the best of it? This is what some 
of the historians appear to have done. • 


Fairness and impartiality are always desirable, but complete 


impartiality will never be possible unless nationalism is merged 
in internationalism and every man or woman becomes a citi- 
zen of the world. For the present, we are 'citizens of our own 
countries, with a natural weakness for our own. The histories 
must recognize this fact. Truth need not be perverted or un- 
duly stretched; but it may be, and should be, colored and 
warmed by patriotic imagination so as to give the thrill of life 
and love to living children. 


War in the Air. 


H. G. Wells, the English author, is giving advice to his coun- 


trymen as a member of the Council of the Air League. He is 
pretty well qualified to do so, for his book, "War in the Air," 
published in 1908, strikingly foreshadowed the air fighting of 
the' World War. 
A man with a good fictional imagination 


often sees ahead more accurately than the purely scientific 
man. Wells insists that he speaks not as a novelist, but as a 
practical man, and says: 


"In the war of the future, one bomb will wipe out the in- 


habitants of a smalltown and a rain of bombs will destroy 
every living thing in a large city. 


"When that stage is reached, the profession of arms will be 


reduced to an absurdity. No one, either combatants or non- 
combatants, will survive and, for all we can tell, civilization 
may end in dust and smoke. Jo arm, therefore, in such fash- 
ion is not to defend this country from attack by air, for the 
country is virtually indefensible. All we can do is retaliate and 
wipe out our enemies and so do for them what they can- do 
to us." 


It is well to get this siatuatiori clearly in mind. With avia- 


tion developing as it is, if Wells is right, no country can de- 
fend itself from bombardment hereafter. All it can do is to 
destroy the enemy's towns while the enemy is destroying its 
own towns., And this peril will last as long as competitive air 
armament continues. 


It is a powerful argument for limiting armament in the air, 


by international agreement, as the nations have begrTn to-.limit 
it on the sea.

Too Many Retailers. 


Roger Babson, speaking to the Associated Advertising Clubs 


of the World, says there are 1,500,000 retailers in the United 
States today, of whom 100,'000 are doing a profitable business 
and 400,000 more are doing a fair business, while the remain- 
ing million are barely -struggling along. A large part of the 
million are operating at an actual loss. The rest are merely 
getting day wages, and poor wages at that. 


It is evident that a losing retailer is an economic loss to him- 


self and the community-which supports him. 
As matters 


stand, it would be better for everybody if-several hundred 
thousand people who are not doing enough business, or not 
doing business well enough, ^o make a proper living," were to- 
engage in some other line of work as mechanics, farmers, etc. 
Thus they might make more' money and become a construc- 
tive part of the economic system. 


Many economists recommend this very thing. Mr. Babson, 


however, seems to' think there are not necessarily too many 
retailers—that the remedy may lie in showing the failures how. 
to do their work more efficiently and perform greater service. 
This, he says, is the biggest task facing American business 
men today. 


Keener competition may solve the problem in time. The 


present tendency is towardjarger retail.stores, and with' in- 
creased size and efficiency there is usually a lowering of price, 
'driving out inefficient competitors and giving the public the 
benefit.
